And he said he felt more optimistic 
about the chances of Eisenhower 
running than he did when they 
last met, in Denver two weeks be­ 
fore Eisenhower's Sept. 24 heart 
attack. 
No Other 
"Insofar as I am concerned.” 
the GOP leader said, “ there is no 
other candidate.” 
Hall said it was his per.sonal 
opinion that Eisenhowers decision 
will be based on the findings of 
his physicians when he undergoes 
what Hall called a “ final examina­ 
tion” at the end of January. 
Hall reported the President told 
him he was "feeling good.” 
On his own, Hall said; 
"He looks a million per cent, and 
1 have never seen htm looking 
better.” 
Their conference, to which Hall 
drove from Washington, took place 
in Eisenhower's offices in the Post 
Office building. 
Hall was peppered with ques­

Now the dem and is for the ab olishm ent of the 
Board of Control and the retu rn of institu tional 
responsib ility b ack to w hom ever occu pies the of­ 
fice of governor. 
The b oard-of-control system , 
says the O m aha W orld-Herald editorially, is an 
“ anachronism ” (a 50-cent word for anything in­ 
congru ou s in point of tim e 
w i t h 
its 
su rrou ndings), 
“ ab andoned b y all b u t a few 
states. 
N eb raska wou ld do 
well to get rid of it, too, and 
pu t its institu tional system u nder a trained ad­ 
m inistrator responsib le to the governor.” There 
is som ething to b e said for getting rid of the 
present Board of Control. Its m em b ers, all with­ 
ou t exception earnest and sincere in their efforts 
to do a good job , nevertheless have dem on­ 
strated a lack of capacity to handle institu tional 
affairs in this state to the satisfaction of a large 
nu m b er of N eb raskans. If the pu b lic thinks the 
thing throu gh, however, we dou b t that there will 
b e any great dem and to retu rn the institu tions to 
the su pervision and responsib ility of the gov­ 
ernor, working throu gh a trained adm inistrator. 


Nebraska's g o v erno rs, well abo v e the av erag e 
as a rule, nev ertheless are human, and the temp­ 
tatio n to select institutio nal staffs o n the basts o f 
po litical partisanship Is no t to be brushed aside.

panded. The Legislatu re has 
kept adding to them . 
In re­ 
cent years the b oard has 
b u ried itself in detailed paper work to su ch an 
extent that its tim e and its energies have b een 
occu pied com pletely. Criticism of the b oard-of- 
control system , however, which has b een pu tting 
in an appearance m ore and m ore, is to b e a t­ 
trib u ted to the fact that in m aking appointm ents 
to the b oard, some of N eb raska’s recent gov­ 
ernors have not given su fficient stu dy 
and 
thou ght to their choices. 
Nor is the Legislatu re 
to b e relieved entirely of criticism . It in charged 
with the du ty of confirming every appointm ent 
m ade to the b oard. We cannot recall any Legis­ 
latu re which has tu rned thu m b s down on those 
appointed to the Board of Control, nor do we re­ 
m em b er any criticism of the b oard itself at the 
tim e the Legislatu re w as considering confirm a­ 
tion.

million. 
The expenditu res for the farm home will follow 
u rb an pattern, kitchen appliances, air condition­ 
ing, lighting and general living facilities. 
Ou t­ 
doors the money will go for m otorization and 
farm yard and dairy u tilities. 
And, of cou rse, 
irrigation will com e in for a su b stantial share. 


The REA forecast did not su m u p past in­ 
vestm ent in the ru ral field arising from farm 
electrification, b u t it goes withou t saying that it 
w as a vast su m , contrib u ting m ost su b sfentially 
to the N eb raska b u siness economy as well as to 
m ore pleasing and m ore efficient ru ral living. 
The am ou nt b ecomes especially im pressive when 
it is considered that the sta te’s aggregate deb t 
for ru ral electrification now am ou nts to less than 
$100 million. 


The fu tu re of REA in N eb raska is a tasty 
dish for those who relish growth and develop­ 
m ent, for it cannot b e gainsaid that the REA 
m ovem ent stands b y itself as a pillar in the 
sta te ’s recent economic growth. 
Bu t its fu tu re 
cannot b e taken for granted. 
Its w elfare de­ 
m ands as mu ch thou ght and action as m u st b e 
given to any great contrib u tor to N eb raska wel­ 
fare. Back of it m u st b e a sou nd and gainfu l 
agricu ltu re and an u nham pered developm ent of 
m ore and m ore low cost electric power. At this 
stage neither are in the pictu re. 
Both are feel­ 
ing the chill of an u nfavorab le Washington en­ 
vironm ent. 


Faceless Informers 
United States D istrict Ju dge Lu ther You ndahl 
has ru led that the U.S. passport division can no 
longer deny services to citizens at its own dis­ 
cretion, especially in refu sal to grant passports 
on inform ation provided b y “ faceless inform ers.” 


While the ru ling m ay occasion deb ate, it does 
not represent an innovation in the character of 
A m erican ju stice. 
R ather, it m arks a firm re­ 
tu rn to it after a period of qu estionab le tam per­ 
ing with du e process. 


It has never b een a tru e part of the Am erican 
code to deny the accu sed the right to know and 
face his accu sers, nor has it ever b een conceded 
that governm ent can b e arb itrary . It has always 
b een granted that governm ent can and m u st 
m ake decisions, constrain or restrain, b u t on the 
b asis of law and facts, rather than on personal 
whim.

Any toying with the practice of hidden testi­ 
mony is a dangerou s precedent m ore likely to 
destroy ju stice than to aid it. Ju dge Y ou ndahl’s 
order to the passport division hu rt it none, b u t 
rathe r helped it and for giving it, he is entitled 
to the endorsem ent of citizens everyw here.

WASHINGTON - An Air Force 
general has b een 
charged 
with 
operating a neat and interesting ar­ 
rangem ent whereb y he u sed his 
staff to sell hou ses in a hou sing 
project near his b ase and wou ldn’t 
let G I’s park their cars on his b ase 
u nless they b ou ght insu rance from 
a pet insu rance com pany. 
The officer in qu estion is Maj. 
Gen. Byron Gates, form er com ­ 
m ander of Chanu te Air Force Base, 
111., 
who 
faces, 
among 
other 
things, 
a 
formal 
charge 
b y 
the Air Force that “ He accepted 
$7,000 from the life insu rance com ­ 
pany for services to b e rendered 
b y him b ecau se of his official po­ 
sition.” 


G eneral G ates, who was retired 
for age, has now b een recalled to 
active du ty 
a n d 
a prelim inary 
hearing on the charges has b een 
held. When qu eried b y this colu mn, 
G eneral Gates said he cou ld make 
no com m ent while the m atter was 
u nder 
consideration 
b y 
the 
Air 
Force and referred all qu estions 
to his attorney, Jam es H. Wheat of 
Cham paign. Wheat also .s a i d he 
cou ld not com m ent, b u t said he 
was confident G eneral G ates wou ld 
b e vindicated. 
Here is some of the evidence Air 
Force investigations have du g u p 
in connection with charges form al­ 
ly lodged against G eneral Gates. 
The insu rance firm he is charged 
with favoring Is the Illinois Aiito- 
mohile Insu rance Company, which 
inclu des among its directors State 
Legislator Ora Dlliavou of I'rb an a, 
GOP Chairm an of the Hou se Ap­ 
propriations Com m ittee; and State 
Senator E verett P eters of St. Jo­ 
seph, GOP Chairm an of the Illinois 
Bu dgetary Commission. They also 
organized 
t h e 
Illinois American 
Fire Insu rance Co. and the Illinois 
Am erican Casu alty Co. 
—No Insu rance—No Parking— 


The formal and official charges 
against General G ates state: “ That 
he provided office space and m ade 


official files availab le to agents of 
au to insu rance com panies,” also 
“ That he u rged personnel u nder 
his com m and to pu rchase stock of 
a life insu rance com pany and that 
he gave the life insu rance com ­ 
pany exclu sive rights to sell in­ 
su rance in one àrea of the b ase” 
What happened, according to the 
Air Force investigation, was that 
(ieneral G ates ordered airm en to 
b u y au to liab ility insu rance if they 
wanted to drive their cars onto the 
Chanu te b a.se. 


In other words, if an airm an 
didn’t b u y insu rance he cou ldn’t 
get parking space on the b ase, had 
to walk farther and pay for park­ 
ing space. 


“ In m ost cases,” read G eneral 
G ates’ notice to servicem en, “ the 
privilege of b eing ab le to b ring 
one's car on the b ase will save the 
airm an in three or fou r m onths 
enou gh in parking fees to cover his 
cost of insu rance for a w h o l e 
y ea r.” 
N atu rally

friends zoomed! Significantly, the 
com pany u sed General G ates’ ex- 
adju tant, ex-M ajor B. F, Daniel, to 
handle its insu rance sales at Cha­ 
nu te Field. 
Fu rtherm ore, the General gra­ 
ciou sly 
lau nched 
a 
safe-driving 
caippaign as the insu rance was b e­ 
ing sold. He even got the State of 
Illinois to redu ce the speed lim it on 
the highway ou tside the b ase. 
While this had the nob le pu rpose 
of redu cing accident.s, it also re ­ 
du ced claim s which the insu rance 
com pany had to pay. It was ju st 
good b u siness ali the way rou nd. 
This is one reason why the Air 
Force form ally charges Gates with 
receiving $7,000. 


The form al charge against Gen­ 
eral Gates regarding the hou sing 
project states; “ That he had civil 
service and m ilitary personnel do 
work in connection with a hou sing 
project near the b ase while they 
were b eing paid b y the govern­ 
m ent”

Navy Secretary Rides Nautilus, Says It Exceeds Expectations 


Top Brass 
Take 21-Hour 
A-Sub Trip 


GROTON, Conn, i,?» — Navy Sec­ 
retary Charles S. Thomas stepped 
off the atomic submarine Nautilus 
Monday 
and said 
“ it has ex­ 
ceeded our expectations." 
Thomas, together with Atomic 
E n e r g y Commission Chairman 
Lewis L, Strauss .and top Navy 
brass, had just completed a 2I-hoiir 
cruise in the world’s first nuclear 
•submarine. Thomas said that on 
the trip the submarine had exe­ 
cuted ^ “ advance underwater man­ 
euvers," in Long Island Sound. 
The secretary said the Nautilus 
“is the start cf the transition of 
the Navy from steam to nuclear 
jx)wer." 


He described the trip as “ very 
smooth," and said there was al­ 
most no vibration or noise. Last 
August the Nautilus was brought 
into the same dock cf the Electric 
Boat Division of the General Dy­ 
namics Corp., where it was built, 
to find out what was causing noisy 
operation. 
Nattily Attired 
Both Thomas and Strauss were 
nattily attired in business suits, 
overcoats and soft hats, and locked 
as if they had just stepped off a 
train, instead of a submartne. 


Said'Strauss: 
‘•We came away with a feeling 
that the American people can be 
proud of tbe ship,” 
During the time the officials 
were on board, the Nautilus com­ 
pleted 2.2(K) hours under nuclear 
pow'er, 1,100 hours of them sub­ 
merged. said Thomas. 
The Nautilus first moved under 
nuclear power Jan. 17, 1955. The 
submarine came in two minutes 
before its scheduled arrival time 
and docked across the way from

Nebraska's most generous deer 
hunting season in modern times 
opens Tuesday in eight western 
counties. 
The season runs to Dec. 6 and 
4.319 hunters hold permits to pur­ 
sue the animals in the eight-county 
area. 
A state game commission spokes 
man said Monday he expects at 
least 8 0 per cent of the permit hold­ 
ers to .score successes. 
From 8 0 to 90 per cent have been 
bagging their animals in recent 
seasons, according to information 
Director Wallace Green. 
The sea.son openine Tuesday ap­ 
plies lo .4reas 1 aiwl 2. Area 1 
it eludes Banner, Garden, Morrill 
and Seotts Bluff Counties. Area 2 
embraces Box Butte, Dawes, Sheri­ 
dan and Sioux ( ounties. 
The seasons in Area .1 (Brown, 
Cherry, Hooker, Keya Paha and 
Rock Counties), and Area 4 (Boyd, 
Cedar, Dakota. Dixon, Holt and 
Knox Counties) run from Dec. 9-13. 
A total of 6.2,Y0 permits were 
offered in the four areas this year, 
compared to only 4,()(K) last year. 
Pennits exceeded applicants in 
areas 1 and 2, in fact, and the 
usual lottery for permits became 
unnecessary, .4t the same time, 
regulations on sex of deer taken 
were relaxed in the two areas. 
In Area One, 2,(KKi permits were 
offered, with 1A98 actually issued. 
In Area Two, 3.000 permits were 
offered, 
and 2.8 21 
were 
issued. 
Applicants exceeded the number 
of available permits in Areas Three 
and Four, Those who failed to win 
p-'rmits in these areas were of­ 
fered the option of hunting in Ar­ 
ea s 1 and 2.

Deer hunting hours run from one 
half hour before sunrise to one 
half hour after sunset, A permit ■ 
entitles the holder to bag one deer. ! 
In Areas 1 and 2, either males i 
or females may be shot. Hunting ^ 
in Areas 3 and 4 is restricted to 
buck deer only.

The larger number of permits is­ 
sued and relaxed regulations this 
yt ar reflect the increasing deer 
population, Green said.

Of the 14,000 families forced to 
move out of their homes because 
of floods in the east last August, 
most of them have moved back in­ 
to their homes by now, Vernon H. 
Zimmerman of Lincoln said. 
Zimmerman, state representa­ 
tive of the National Red Cross, has 
just returned to Lincoln from New 
Jersey and Connecticut, where he 
has been aiding in flood relief. 
He «was director of operations in 
New Jersey and also at Norwalk, 
Connecticut. 
Called In August 
Zimmerman was called to the 
flood-stricken area about the mid­ 
dle of Augu.sL He was attending a 
Keo Cross training camp at Lake 
Geneva, Wis., w'hen he was asked 
to report in Connecticut, 
The 
floods, 
caused 
by heavy 
rains brought in by hurricanes, 
were the largest in the country 
for years, Zimmerman said. He has 
been helping with disaster relief in 
Nebraska for several years, He 
sF.id, but had never before dealt 
With such extensive damage. 
He explained that besides help­ 
ing families move back into their 
hemes and aiding in finding food 
and clothing for them, the Red 
C»-oss helped re-build many6 small 
businesses which were destroyed 
by the floods. 
I p New Jersey, most of the 11 
disaster areas were along the Dele- 
ware River, he explained. He said 
the people were not prepared for 
flooding.

Some of the homes along the riv­ 
er which were affected were over 
300 years old, and much antique 
furniture was lost which cannot 
be replaced, he said.

Doctor Fee 
To Hospital 
Ruled Illegal 
. . . Io w a Court Case 


D ES M O I N E S m — Dist. 
Judge C. Edwin Moore ruled here 
Monday that it is illegal for Iowa 
hospitals to employ physicians and 
charge patients for their services. 
The ruling, based on evidence re­ 
ceived during a 13-week trial, gen­ 
erally upholds the contentions of 
the Iowa State Medical Society. 
The suit was filed by the Iowa 
Hospital Assn. as a court test of a 
1954 Iowa attorney general’s opin­ 
ion that hospitals hirii^g such medi­ 
cal specialists as pathologists and 
radiologists and billing patients for 
their services are practicing medi­ 
cine illegally. 
Attorneys for the Iowa Hospital 
Assn. said Judge Moore’s decision i 
almost certainly will be appealed I 
to the Iowa Supreme Court. 
The ruling has national impor­ 
tance for hospitals and medical 
specialists. In effect, it outlaws a 
relationship. that has existed be­ 
tween the hospitals and doctors in 
Iowa for 50 years and in many 
other states for even longer. 
Radiologists 
and 
pathologists 
work in many hospitals on a salary 
or percentage basis. Hospitals usu­ 
ally bill patients for the services 
of these physicians, but seldom use 
the name of the physician on the 
bill. 
Judge Moore ruled that these 
p r a c t i c e s constitute the illegal 
practice of medicine by the hos­ 
pital.

Squeeze On 
Farmer Is 
To Tighten 


,, . Ag Dept, Says

W A S H I N G T O N ijn-A n 
Agriculture D epartm ent economist 
said Monday th e current economic 
squeeze on th e nation’s farm ers i.s 
likely to get a little tigh ter next 
y ear. 
In a report to th e departm ent’s 
annual farm outlook conference, 
Frederick V. Waugh , departm ent 
director of economics, m ade th is 
forecast: 
“ Looking ah ead to 1956, we again 
expect business conditions to be 
very good. We again expect agri­ 
cultural prices and income to lag 
beh ind. In oth er words, we expect 
th e (farm ) ‘cost-price squeeze’ to 
continue in 1956.” 
Th is 
“ squeeze” likely will be 
m arked, W’augh said, by some fur­ 
th er drop in farm income but little 
if any drop in farm production 
costs.
